Sam Jones Talks to Another 
Big Audience. 


THE UNIVEB8ITY TELESCOPE. 


Alvan 6. Clark Cornea to See About 
Manufacturing It—A Cbat 
With Him. 


ALVAN 0. CLAKK. 


H o la H ere t o Nee A b o u t H a ltin g a 
B ig T e le sc o p e . 
Mr. Alvan G. Clark, of Cambridge, 
Mass., the leading member of tbe firm 
of Alvan Clark & Sons, the celebrated 
lens manufacturers, arrived in the citj 
on last night’s train from San Francisco 
and registered at the Hollenbeck. A 
H e ra ld man had the pleasure of meet­ 
ing him daring the course of the evening 
and inquired as to the object of hie 
visit here. “Well, I was at Denver 
where I was Bummoned by the Univer­ 
sity of that place to make a contract for 
a 20 inch lens telescope, the money for 
which has been donated by a wealthy 
Coloradan named Chamberlain. I had 
previously! had some correspondence 
with President Bavard, of the university 
of Southern California, regarding tbe 
large telescope which is to be placed in 
Los Angeles county, and I telegraphed to 
him aud asked how matters were pro­ 
gressing. He aeked me to come along aa 
soon as possible, so that is why I am 
here. I am told that yon contemplate 
having a 40-inch lens and that will give 
you the largest telescope in the world, 
the second being the 36-inch lens at the 
Lick Observatory, Mount Hamilton. I 
have never been to Wilson’s Peak where 
your big telescope is to be placed, but it 
should be a much more advantageous 
place than Mount Hamilton, being higher 
and surrounded by more favorable at­ 
mospheric conditions. For the success­ 
ful operation of a large-lensed telescope, 
an atmosphere which is not subject to 
many changes of warm and cold is 
necessary, and as the altitude of the Lick 
Observatory is 4,500 feet, as against the 
6,000 feet claimed for Wilson’s Peak, 
you have certainly, in my opinion, a bet­ 
ter location. I have been talking with 
Professor Pickering about the matter up­ 
stairs, and he says that they have made 
arrangements to take us to the top of 
Wilson’s Peak, so when I come back I 
will be able to better tell you what I 
think of it.” 
“From where do you get the glass for 
the lens?’’ asked the scribe. 
“From France. We import it in discs, 
the glass of which is made particularly 
for the purpose, as for telescope purposes 
the glass must he even in density.’’ 
“Did you witness the recent eclipse of 
the sun?” queried the H e ra ld man. 
“No. I left Boston the day after it 
occurred. Prof. Pickering was at the 
Willows, though, aud took some very 
fine photographs of it. Come up to-mor­ 
row and see them. He has gone to bed 
now, as he is tired, an example which I 
think I had better follow, as I have been 
traveling for the past twenty-four hours 
and am somewhat worn out. Good 
night.”

T he C hurch a n d (h e D uke. 
L o n don, November 24.— The following 
paragraph, re-published [from a provin­ 
cial journal in one of the London papers 
this week, brings into public notice again 
certain prominent people whose names 
bad for the time been forgotten, and has 
caused a considerable sensation in Lon­ 
don society. It is as follows: 
At the m eeting of the K nrideranal C hapter 
at Oxford the venerable Archdeacon Palmer 
presiding, th e following resolution was ad ­ 
opted: 
■ That the clergy oí th e rural deanery of Ox­ 
ford, recognizing th e extrem e danger to pubic 
moi ala caused by th e relaxation of sanctions of 
m arriage in m any couutries at the present timo, 
and accepting gratefully the resolutions of the 
bishops lately aasemled at Lam beth place on 
this subject, do hereby expresa th eir sym pathy 
with the Rev. A rthur M sjendle, rector of the 
pari<h af Woodstock, in the difficult position In 
which he has been placed by bis conspicuous 
protest in th e recen t ca sj w ithin hla own 
parish." 
That protest could onlv mean one 
thing, to w it: a public snub to the Duke 
of Marlborough and to his American 
Duchess. 
The World correspondent went down 
to Woodstock in order to find out what it 
meant. The little parish is one of the 
quaintest ot all quaint English towns. It 
is remote from the railway, and this 
news, which reached the outside world 
through a gathering: of country clergy­ 
men, is but an echo of the social ex 
plosion which took place at Woodstock 
on the day when the Duke took his 
American bride to his historical Palace of 
Blenheim. 
W hen 
Lord 
Randolph 
Churchill 
brought his American wife to Blenheim 
gome years ago, Woodstock gave him a 
public reception. It is not the custom to 
fire cannon on snch occasions, as do the 
Americans, but to ring the church bells. 
The chimes rang out merrily for Lady 
Randolph, and all the people in town 
turned out to hear the Mayor read an ad 
drera of welcome. 
A few weeks ago when the Duke 
brought home the new Duchess the 
present Mayor and municipal officers 
wanted to arrange a similar demonstra­ 
tion of welcome. 
Bnt they encountered 
the most determined opposition on the 
part of all the Episcopalians, the rector 
of the parish church positively refusing 
to allow the chimes to be rung. 
The 
Mayor and all the corporate officers re­ 
monstrated with him. 
They urged that 
the late Duke had presented him with 
the living and that th& piesent Duke 
was patron thereof; that the church 
itself was on the ducal estate, and that 
it was his duty to do honor to the pres­ 
ent Duke. But the rector was obdurate. 
The church chimes, he declared, could 
not be rung w ithout his permission, and 
he was going to take no part in welcom­ 
ing a divorced man, whose life was 
notoriously against the teachings of the 
church. The rector’s congregation sup­ 
ported him , and the projected public 
reception fell through. 
The Duke and 
his bride drove to their splendid home 
amid solemn silence. 
W hen the Duke 
asked what it all meant, the Mayor 
apologized and said that it was ali the 
fault of the rector for refusing to permit 
the church bells to be rung. 
The Duke was very angry, but under 
the English laws cannot take the living 
away from the rector who has offended 
him. It belongs to the Rev. Mr. Majen- 
die for life. 
But a few days afterwards 
the Rev. Mr. Majendie received formal 
notice from the Duke’s agent notifying 
him that he would not be allowed to 
drive through Blenheim Park in future. 
This not only deprives him and his 
family of the afternoon’s drive enjoyed 
for years, but forces him to go miles out 
of his way when he wishes to drive to 
the station to take the train to Oxford or 
London. 
In Bladen, 
a neighboring village, 
there is a school supported by the Duke’s 
estate, to which the Rev. Mr. Majendie 
has devoted years of hard labor. He 
was notified the other day th at he would 
no longer be allowed to visit this school 
In Woodstock there is another school 
over which the Duke has no control, but 
to which the ducal estate has alwavs 
contributed $50 yearly at the solicitation 
of the rector. Another form of the pres­ 
ent Duke’s irritation has been to stop 
this small contribution. 
That is all that could be learned on 
the subject bo far. But the Duke is going 
to stand for membership in the new 
County Council about to be inaugurated 
under the^ recent Local Government a c t; 
and if he is elected, his power to make it 
uncomfortable for Mr. Majendie will be 
vastly increased. But a farmer by the 
name of Thomas MacGregor Gardner has 
consented to run against the rich and 
powerful Duke, and the rector’s friends 
say they are going to elect him. 
The World correspondent called on the 
Rev. Mr. Majendie. He lives on the 
threshold of the 
Duke’s magnificent 
estate, in a charming rectory almost ad­ 
joining the ancient church of his parish. 
If the m an’s face is any criterion he has 
a will of iron. 
“ I refused to ring the chimes to wel­ 
come the Duke home,” he said, ‘‘because 
my creed and iry Church protest against 
such a marriage. My principles do not 
perm it m e to do such a thing and I reso­ 
lutely refused to listen to the appeals 
from the Mayor and from others who 
urged me to participate in a public re­ 
ception.” 
“ Is it true,” the correspondent asked, 
that the Duke has prohibited you from 
driving in Blenheim Park, and that he 
will not allow you to enter the school at 
Bladen?” 
Yes, I have received notices from his 
agent to that effect. 
I have had no per 
•onal interview w ith the Duke or with 
his wife either. 
From all I hear she is 
a charm ing lady. 
But my action is in­ 
fluenced by principle, not by personal­ 
ities. I t is the same principle that made 
the Episcopal clergyman in America re­ 
fuse to m arry them , and, singularly 
enough, one of the clergymen who re­ 
fused to 
perform 
the 
ceremony in 
America was the Rev. Mr. Burnett, of 
Southboro, Mass., who used to be curate 
with me here.”—[N. Y. World.

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A LIGHT SUBJECT. 


The Lightning Lights of the 
Angelic City. 


A HISTORY OF T H E EN TER PR ISE. 


From Sm all Beginninffs Large Re­ 
sults Developed in the Short 
Spaee o f Six Years. 


On the last day oí the year of grace, 
1882, a small engine of fifty horse-power 
was set in motion on the corner of Ban­ 
ning and Alam eda streets, this city. It 
was to tarn a single electric dynamo and 
generate electricity to light the central 
part of Los Angeles. 
Soon after it was 
set in motion the lamps on the tops of 
half a dozen tall m asts began to twinkle 
and then they Shed their weird but bril­ 
liant light over th e houses of the An- 
selefios. It was one of the events which 
helped to bring Lob Angeles into national 
prominence. 
All the country heard of 
the city of clim ate and its novel system 
of illumination by means of lights gener­ 
ated by electricity and hung on the tops 
of m asts as high as that of some great 
adm iral. For several years all visitors to 
this city were duly escorted to the 
works after the shades of night had fallen 
thic'i over the earth, (and there they be­ 
held with wonder the single dynamo with 
its many-colored eparks flying from the 
conductors, and the light which cast such 
a pallor on all around. Los A ngelet|*aa 
in those days the only city in the United 
States lighted in this way. The man 
who had set the plaDt up and set the 
works in motion, Col. C. II. Howland, 
has been a pioneer in more than one en­ 
terprise during his long and active ca­ 
reer. 
He is still the general manager of 
the company, and is ably assisted to-day, 
as he has been from the first, by Mr. J. 
W . W arren, the efficient superintendent 
and electrician of the works. 
The writer 
w ai "am ong the very first newspaper 
men in the city to give an account of the 
electric light works, and to explain the 
modus operandi of the system. 
He has 
steadily watched the growth of the 
concern with m uch interest, and yester­ 
day haring a spare honr he took a walk 
to the spot to see how the works look at 
this juncture. He found Colonel How­ 
land and Mr. W arren busy about the 
place looking after one detail or other at 
the works. 


B U T W H A T A C H A N G E ! 
Instead of the one small engine he 
found that it had been cast aside as use­ 
less, and there was the second engine 
the company bought, a 14x20 engine, still 
doing all the work that could be got out 
of it, and besides this three fine 18x42 
Corliss machines of the very best make, 
pressed to their highest possible capacity 
to produce motive power for the plant. 
The one small boiler had been replaced 
by four im mense ones of ordinary make, 
and two Hazelton boilers thirty-six feet 
high, each containing 900 tubes 36inches 
long. There is boiler and engine force 
equal to 750 horse-power, and it is all used 
w hile the lights are burning. 
The one 
dynam o has increased to twelve and they 
are all driven at their utm ost speed. The 
driving wheels on the Corliss engines 
weigh each ten to n s; they are sixteen 
feet in diameter, with a force twenty-two 
inches wide. 
The pulleys on the dyna­ 
mos pre tw enty inches in diameter, and 
this combination gives a epeed of 750 to 
800 revolutions per m inute. 
Each dy­ 
nam o is estim ated at this speed to pro­ 
duce light for sixty-five lamps of 2,000 
candle power each. This is 130,000 can­ 
dle power to each dynamo, or 1,500,000 
candle power as the product of the 
twelve dynamos. 
One can easily write 
a million and a half candle power, but 
to imagine what the light of that many 
candles of the standard guage would be 
is far beyond the power of the finite 
mind. 
But this is not all one sees at the 
electric light works. 
He has to visit the 
furnaces and inspect the perfect system 
there for generating heat before he fully 
com prehends 
the excellence of 
the 
system. 
BURNING 
OIL. 
In the Mikado the killer of the heir- 
apparent is to be treated to a bath in 
boiling oil an a “ humorous” episode. At 
th e Academy of Music just now Rev. 
Sam Jones has a good deal to say about 
pretty hot fires, 
8ain could gain inspir­ 
ation by visiting Jim m y W arren’s fur­ 
naces. 
H ere is another enterprise in 
which Los Angeles is the pioneer city of 
the Union. At this moment the E ast is 
trying experim ents ot all sorts in the 
way of burning oil. 
The problem has 
long been solved at the electric light 
works. The oil mixed with steam is 
forced into a great furnace lined with 
fire brick. 
It is injected with great force 
against a massive heap of these bricks in 
th e center of the furnace. The oil and 
steam are regulated so that the proper 
am ount of carbon and oxigen are brought 
together to consume all the fuel, leave no 
smoke and produce the most heat. 
The water that goes into the boilers 
is first heated and then forced into the 
boilers by means of duplex pum ps that 
work as nicely as a watch. 
There are repair shops and other ac­ 
cessories in the rear of the works, and 
oil tanks below ground. 
The whole 
business is systematized in the mcBt 
adm irable manner. 


WHAT IS ACCOMPLISHED. 
Here is the motive force, and here the 
system which gives to Los Angeles her 
light. The city is six miles square, the 
area is thirty-six square mileB, or 23,040 
acres. 
I t is the largest area on this 
Coaat attem pted to be lighted. That 
aroa is all lighted. More tbau this. 
The country beyond the city for several 
m iles is largely the beneficiary of this 
system. 
As far off as at Anaheim, a 
distance of nearly thirty miles, the 
electric lights may he seen like stars on 
the horizon. 
As ships sail outside the 
m outh 
of 
Santa 
Monica 
Bay 
at 
night, 
the 
eyes 
of 
the 
watch­ 
ing m ariners 
are 
attracted 
by the 
lights th at gleam from the tall m ast 
heads on the nills of Los Angeles. 
Prof. 
Geo. Davidson, of the U nited States 
Coast Survey, wrote here some tim e ago 
to learn the altitude of the lights above 
sea level with a view of calculating how 
far out at sea they would be visible. 
THE COST OP LIGHTING. 
For the electric light service the city 
pays $1,000 a year for each m ast bearing 
three lamps of 2,000 candle power each. 
The total cost for lighting the citv is 
about $2,600 per m onth, or $62,400 a 
year. San Francisco has been paying 
as high as $300,000 for lights. The little 
city of Stockton pays $20,000 a year for 
gas bills. 
U p to the present time the concern has 
not been a paying investm ent to the 
company. Nearly all the stock is held 
in 
this 
city, 
M r. 
I. W . 
Heil­ 
m an being the heaviest stockholder, 
and 
Mr. O. W . Childs and Hon. 
E . F . Spence, the next two, each holding 


about the sam e amount. 
These three 
• ntroll the concern. 
There has been 
expended on the works about $250,000. 
The dividends thus far have been almost 
nil. 
The running expenses are very 
heavy, and the expense of extending 
me system eats up all the earnings. If 
a new m ast is ordered it costs, with its 
trimmings, $1,000. 
It it is far from 
a nother m ast, the wire to make the 
circuit to and from it costs a good deal 
more. Then there is the cost of supply 
ing it, which runs the expense to such a 
figure that it takes two years’ income to 
defray this outlay. 
This baa been the 
history of the concern from its inception. 
In discussing the m atter yesterday Mr. 
Howland said: “ Los Angeles has a 
larger area lighted for lesB money than 
any other city in the land. The citizens 
get excellent service for a moderate 
cost, 
and 
so 
far 
the stockholders 
have been getting nothing. 
People do 
not reflect on the extent of the city, and 
that is all lighted by our system. 
Then 
the people on the outskirts want as much 
light as those in the center of the city. 
Bovlo and Brooklyn Heights comprise 
fully one-fourth of the area of the city. 
Heretofore there have been only two 
lights there. 
Now one more is ordered 
Tnree m asts for such an area is very 
little.” 


DEFECTS IN TH E SYSTEM. 
Mr. W arren said : 
“ There are defects 
in the Bystem, or rather in the applica­ 
tion of it. At the corner of Swain and 
Griffin avenue, East Los Angeles, there is 
a mast. We put it where we were ordered 
to place it. 
B ut it is in the wrong place 
It is in a hole, and only a few houses get 
auy light from it. That m ast ought to 
be on a hill. There is no system in 
placing the m asts. Some of them are a 
mile apart. They should be so placed 
ttiat the light from one m ast will blend 
with that from all the others around it. 
Then the shadows will all be broken up, 
and each spot will be well lighted. The 
masts ought not to be over 1,500 feet 
apart. Then the masts should each have 
four lamps. There are only three lights to 
the mast now, and they are so placed 
that there is an angle of shadow De­ 
tween each two series of rays. As to the 
center of the city, 
we are trying 
to show how this should be lighted now. 
The swinging lamps at the intersection 
of the streets is the only way. When 
we began there were few tall building? 
in the city. 
Nor were the blocks closely 
built up* all over. There were not so 
many and so dense shadows. Now the 
ma«ts cannot Bhine over all the big 
buildings. 
All the center of the city 
should be lighted by swinging lamps at 
the intersection of the streets and the 
masts should be set on the hills. 
In the 
center of the city there has not been a 
now mast set up in three years. 
We all 
know how the city has grown up in that 
time. The buildings used to be all low 
affairs. Now they are three, four and 
five story affairs, and it is hard to light 
over and around them .” 
Mr. W arren took out his time card and 
showed the reporter how they treat the 
city on dark nights. The contract allows 
the works to “ keep dark” two nights be­ 
fore the full of the moon, the night of the 
full, and two nights after it. 
As a m at­ 
ter of fact the lights are out only four 
nights each moon instead of five. 
Long 
lists of days were pointed out when the 
lights were lit a full hour before schedule 
time. 
Having taken np nearly two hours of 
the time of the manager and his assist­ 
ant 
the 
reporter 
returned 
to 
the 
heart of 
the 
city, 
thinking 
wliat 
a

Any one who thinks that the bed­ 
rock has not been reached in Los An­ 
geles will not congratulate him self on 
his astuteness three m onths from now. 
The reaction from the great real estate 
paper town “ boom” of a year ago has 
spent its force. There are several re­ 
spects in which the situation has re­ 
markably 
improved. 
Four 
or five 
m onths ago the scale bug was thought 
to be monarch of all he surveyed; and 
there were grave fears th a t orange grow­ 
ing would no longer be profitable in Los 
Angeles county; the vine pest had made 
considerable ravages and it was thought 
th at, if superadded to the general pro­ 
cera of liquidation th a t was then going 
on, and which has now happily been 
abont completed, we should have a bad 
season, the results would be far from 
pleasant. 
As a m atter of fact, th e season has so 
far disclosed itself as to show beyond 
peradventure that we are far advanced 
in the best year for the farm er and 
horticulturist this county lisa known 
since 
the 
American 
occupation. 
More gratifying than all, the scale-bug 
has been dethroned and can be handled 
as readily as any other pest th a t the or- 
chardist has to encounter. 
Like many 
another nuisance, the ecale-bug retreats 
before hard work. 
If a gardener allows 
h is truck patch to be overrun w ith weeds 
h e will derive very little profit from it. 
Some of his vegetables will die outright 
while the others will be so stunted as to 
fail to command a m arket. A period 
h as been put to the ravages of this for­ 
m idable insect. The Sonny Slope orange 
grove, which seem ed to be doomed to 
destruction six m onths ago, now 6hows 
im mense im provement, and will soon 
regain its old vigor and profit-making 
characteristics. 
No m an but a sluggard need hereafter 
suffer from the onslaught of this bug, 
because there are three perfect ways of 
extirpating it. We will name them in 
their o rd er: 
(1.) The Steele process, for which 
there is a patent. 
It is a downright ex­ 
term inator of the w hite scale, and up­ 
roots him root and branch. 
(2.) The Story process, which con­ 
sists of a m ixture of rosin and caustic 
soda, with iust enough of the latter to 
cat the rosin. Its action is absolutely 
satisfactory, if a form ula readily obtain­ 
able is followed. This formula ought to 
be secured by the orchardist, as, if the 
proportions of the two ingredients are 
n ot zegulated exactly, th e spraying ma­ 
chine is liable to become clogged. 
Both 
of these processes are sprays. 
(3.) The last, and by far the most 
preferable of all these methods, is simply 
to direct a strong stream of water on the 
ecale. It should come from the nozele 
of a hose, and the power ought to be suf­ 
ficient to knock the scale off the tree. 
This process has been tried successfully 
on the Santa A nita ranch of Mr. E. J. 
Baldwin, where the head of water is 
sixty feet higher than the top of his 
orchard. The force oí the water from 
the Los Angeles m ains is quite sufficient 
for this purpose. 
Mr. Baldwin’s first ex­ 
periment was made on a tree immedi­ 
ately adjoining his house. It was per­ 
fectly w hite with th e scale and the 
tree was plainly dying. 
A 
strong 
stream of water was directed on the 
tree and the bugs were knocked off. 
I t should be borne in m ind that the 
scale is not long-lived and that if it is 
prevented from building its cottony cush­ 
ion, in which it deposits its eggs, it can’t 
breed. In three or four week9 after the 
scales were knocked off the tree began to 
look bright and h ealth y ; and after one 
more dose from the hose, there was no 
further trouble. Mr. Baldwin a t once 
proceeded to treat other trees in the 
same m anner, with equally gratifying 
sennits. H e says that th e scale-bug has 
terrors only for the l&xy m an. 
Ho if 
now laying twenty tnousand feet of 
cemented pipe through his orchard, 
which will enable him to treat all his 
trees to a douche if they show any signs 
of the iusect. 
Before dismissing this branch of the 
subject, we will give our readers the ben­ 
efit of a farther experience of Mr. Mon­ 
roe, of Monrovia. The scale has never 
been allowed to make any considerable 
incursion into that exquisite settlement,, 
bat when he does come Mr. Monroe 
at once treats the trees to a douche; 
and as he always keeps on hand a large 
supply of turkeys the insects are at once 
gobbled np when they reach the ground. 
Both turkeys and chickens seem to thrive 
apon the scale bug hugely, and all or­ 
chards are the better for having poultry 
ruin in g about. By spreading a little 
manure at the roots of the trees the fowls 
w ill peck and scratch until the last insect 
ia eafely housed in their craws. 
W e will now add a word about tbe 
profits of orange growing. Mr. Baldwin 


says that he could afford, with budded 
trees, to have his orchard killed every 
ten years, and that he wonld then make 
a handsome interest on land which should 
cost him from $1,000 to $2,000, according 
to th e quality of the soil and its exposure 
—facts which, of course, affect the value 
of the fruit. 
He shows his faith by his 
works,for he is now setting out an orchard 
of a hundred acres of budded orange 
trees at the mouth of .he Santa Anita 
Caflon. He expects to get ripe oranges 
there fully three weeks earlier than in 
the bottom lands. 
W e have here given th e experience 
and opinions of one of the greatest ranch­ 
eros and orchadists in the word. People 
who have never grown an orange tree, 
or who have been too lazy to tend to it, 
m ay stand around and croak and ex 
ude Jerem iads, but as against such testi­ 
mony they are unworthy of attention. 
Ten years from now Los Angeles and San 
Bernardino eounties will be selling $10,­ 
000,000 worth of oranges yearly, and 
that will be only forty per cent, of the 
amount 
of oranges 
that 
are yearly 
shipped from three ports of Italy to the 
outside world. Everyone who has land 
adapted to oranges should at once set 
them o u t; but, when he does, he should 
make up his miud to give them proper 
care. If he does this he is assured of 
highly satisfactory pecuniary returns; 
larger in all probability, than can be ob­ 
tained from the cultivation of any other 
kind of fruit. 


M arlborough a n d H ts Duchess. 
In another column will be found an 
article from the New York World on the 
cool reception given to the notoriously 
profligate Duke of Marlborough ou his 
arrival at his Palace of Blenheim re­ 
cently with his newly won American 
Duchess. 
No one who is familiar with 
the depraved character of this most 
dissolute and worthless scion of English 
nobility will deny that the citizens of 
Woodstock were right in not granting 
him a public reception. 
This man, 
whose dissolute life and whose personal 
character would not gain for him the 
entree into a respectable bar-room, were 
it not(for his title, could, and did, come to 
America and traded the title of Duchess 
to a rich American widow for her mil­ 
lions. 
The cold reception at Woodstock 
m ust have shown her that though a 
Duchess in nam e, she has, through her 
marriage, lost the respect that would 
have been shown her as an American 
citizen. Perhaps, if she had read the 
history of the rise of the fam ily whose 
head she was about to marry, she would 
not, even for the Bake of the coronet she 
now bears, have allied herself to a man 
who had shown himself unworthy of any 
woman’s hand. In the “ Peerage” of 
G reat Britain there are the nam es of 
m any men who owe the proud titles they 
bear to the illicit amours of one or 
other of the profligate Kings of the

to trace descent from 6uch a source; but 
the m anner in which John Churchill, the 
first Duke of Marlborough, gained his 
titles and his wealth is without prece­ 
dent for base depravity.

“ Soon after the Restoration, in the gay 
“ and dissolute times celebrated by the 
“lively pen of Hamilton, King Jam es the 
“ Second, young and ardent in the pur- 
“ suit of pleasure, had been attracted by 
“ Arabella Churchill, one of the maids of 
“ honor who waited on his first wife. 
“ The young lady was not beautiful; but 
“ thetaB teof Jam es was not nice; and 
“ she became his avowed mistress. She 
“ was the daughter of a poor cavalier 
“ baronet who haunted W hitehall. The 
“ necessities of the Churchills were press- 
“ ing, their loyalty was ardent, and their 
“ only feeling about A rabella’s seduction 
“ seems to have been joyful surprise that 
“ so plain a girl should have attained 
“ such high preferm ent. 
“ H er interest was indeed of great use 
“ to her relations, but none of them was 
“ so fortunate as her oldest brother John, 
“ a fine youth, who carried a pair of colors 
“ in the foot guards. 
He rose fast in the 
“ court and in the arm y. * 
* 
“ His education had been so much neg­ 
le c te d that he could not spell the most 
“ common words of his own language. 
“ * * * 
* In hi8 03rd year he was 
“ pent with bis regiment to join the 
“ French forces, then engaged in opera­ 
ti o n s against Holland. H is professional 
“ skill commanded the respect of veteran 
“ officers. 
Unhappily the splendid qual­ 
i t i e s of John Churchill were miBgled 
“ with alloy of the most sordid kind. Some 
“ propensities, which in youth are singiv 
“ laily ungraceful, began early to show 
“ themselves in him . 
H e was thrifty in 
“ his very vices, and levied am ple con- 
“ tributions on ladies enriched by the 
“ epoils of more liberal lovers. H e was, 
“ during a short time, the object of the 
“ violent bat fickle fondness 
of 
the 
“ Duchess of Cleveland. 
On one occa­ 
s io n he was caught with her by the 
“ King, and was forced to ieap out of the 
“ window. 
She rewarded this hazardous 
“ feat of gallantry with a present of five 
“ thousand pounds. 
W ith this sum the 
“ prudent young hero instantly bought 
“ an annuity of five hundred a year.” 
And M acaulay afterward speaks of him 
a s : “ This m an who had owed his rise in 
“ life to his sister's sham e, who had been 
kept by the most profuse, imperious 
and shameless of harlots, and whose 
public life, to those who can look 
“ steadily through the dazzling blaze of 
glory, will appear a prodigy of turpi­ 
tude.” 
But this was not the only infamy of 
the Duke of Marlborough. In the hour 
of utmost need he deserted the King 
who had loaded him w ith honors and 
wealth. H is desertion cost his K iD g a 
throne. 
H e was afterwards a traitor to 
the King to whom he had betrayed his 
former master. 
Not only once, but 
twice and thrice was he a traitor to his 
King. 
This was the man who founded 
the ducal house of Marlborough. 
Is he 
an ancestor of whom any one would be 
proud ? 
Wealthy American ladies have been 
charged, perhaps truly, with seeking 
alliances with the nobility of foreign 
countries. 
A title can be bought for a 


song at some foreign courts, and it is but 
little short of a disgrace to wear i t ; and 
even 
among 
the 
proud 
ducal 
houses 
of 
G reat 
B ritain 
there 
are many nam es a respectable American 
girl would blush to bear. The royal bas­ 
tards of King Charles the Second, were 
the ancestors of some of England’s proud­ 
est peers. The Dukes of Buccleuch trace 
their descent from an illegitim ate son of 
this King and Lucy W alters. 
The ducal 
bouse of Grafton springs from his adul­ 
tery with Barbara Palm er, whom he made 
Duchess of Cleveland. H is son by Louise 
de Queronaille, a French courtesan, is 
the ancestor of the prond house of Rich 
mond. The Dukes of St. Albans trace 
their descent from his am ours with Nell 
G wynne, " a player and a courtesan 
Charles Henry Fitzroy, Baron Southamp­ 
ton, is descended from another of the 
Dnchessof Cleveland’s illegitim ate sons. 
The proud Earl of M unster traces his de­ 
scent and his title to a natural sou of 
King W illiam IV . The arm s of all these 
proud nobles hear across the shield the 
bar sinister,” which is the badge of 
bastardy.

San Francisco a t Bay Mission Rock, after 
which the vessel will proceed to sea and 
go eouth for one day’s steaming. The 
four hours’ full power trial, required by 
the contract, will be made over a straight 
course somewhere south of Point Con­ 
ception, in the Santa B arbara channel. 
The steering Qualities of the vessel will 
then be tested at all speeds. A board of 
naval officers will be appointed in a few 
days to exam ine the vessel in tbe dry 
dock and also to witness the trials at sea.

A PROTEST FROM THE SOUTH.

W a s h in g t o n , January 18.—The Senate 
Sub-committee on Finance spent four 
hours listening to opposing claims of 
the wool growers 
and 
wool 
m anu­ 
facturers on changes in the tariff on 
wool. 
The impression prevails that the 
committee will aek a reduction on com­ 
mon grades of wool from 11 to 10 cents. 
Chandler expressed regret that the 
Finance Committee had not excepted 
sugar-cane grown in the U nited States 
from the proposed bounty, an industry 
which, according to the committee, was 
making no progress. 
Stuart suggested to Chandler to move 
to strike cane out of the am endment. 
Chandler declined to do b o . 
On m at­ 
ters of detail he would vote with the 
Finance Committee, although he re­ 
gretted that the committee had under­ 
taken to encourage by a bounty the 
growth of sugar-cane,and especially asthe 
Senators from Louisiana had opposed it. 
He intimated the possibility, however, 
that those Senators 
did 
not 
rep­ 
resent 
the 
good 
people 
of 
their 
State. 
Chandler 
branched 
off 
to a discussion of political troubles 
in Louisiana, Btating th at the colored 
Knights of Labor there, who undertook 
to get better wages, were shot down by 
the m ilitia, and he read a letter from 
Hugh M. W allace, editor of the Terre 
Bonne Times, rehearsing Borne of these 
troubles and reflecting on Gibson. 
Gibson controverted the statements 
made in the letter and mentioned the 
fact that the colored people, whom he 
had inherited, were new working his 
plantation for their own benefit, without 
paying a sou of rent or a sou of taxes. 
He resented, as something which passed 
his understanding, the insinuation that 
his colleague and him self did not repre­ 
sent tho good people of Louisiana. 
This 
colloquy continued some time. 
Spooner favored the am endment. 
He 
said to the Senator from Texas (Reagan) 
that not only was that Senator “ not alto­ 
gether justified,” in the lauguagehe bad 
used, but was altogether unjustified in 
using it. 
Such language would come 
with an ill grace from atjy Senator, but 
it came with particularly ill grace from a 
Senator who, having cnce taken an oath 
to support and defend the Constitution, 
joined afterwards with those who sought 
to destroy and overturn it. 
Spooner was asked as to the estimated 
annual am ount of tbe proposed bounty. 
He gave the figures at between five and 


gave the figures on the basis of the pres­ 
ent production at not more than three 
and a half millions. 
Gibson predicted that under the bounty 
the production of sugar would increase 
five-fold every year, so that, in five 
years, the bounty would exceed the pres­ 
ent revenue from sugar. 
Spooner questioned the correctness of 
that statement. 
He knew of nothing 
that savored more of selfishness than the 
attitude of tho Senators of Louisiana in 
aekiDir that the duty on sugar as fixed by 
the Mills bill should be m aintained as 
against the bounty proposition, and yet 
joining with their Democratic brethren 
to strike down every Northern industry 
on the list. 
Considerable discussion then ensued 
regarding the Louisiana sugar produc­ 
tion. Teller finally asked Eustis how he 
accounted for the fact that the Louisiana 
sugar crop of 1877, 1870, 1880 and 1881, 
was much larger than the crop of 1887. 
Eustis attributed it to the season and 
said the c ro p of 1887-8 was 200,000 tonp. 
the largest sugar crop ever produced in 
Louisiana except before the war. iSpooner 
read figures to show that, from 1851 1851 
to 1887, the revenue collected from 
sugar amounted $001.318,340, or nearly 
a thousand million dollars. 
Butler made a speech against the pro­ 
posed bounty on sugar, which he re­ 
garded as unjustifiable. 
He did not 
think any way that it should be fair 
and just to confine the bounty to sugar 
from beets and sorghum. 
He would also 
extend it to sugar-cane. 
Aldrich asked Butler w hether he was 
in favor of protecting sugar and rice by 
higher duties than were imposed on any 
other products. 
Butler replied th at he was not. In , 
common fairness and common honesty 
Congress ought not to select one, two or 
three articles of consumption and strike 
them down an pile up the dduties on 
other articles. 
Referring to statements 
made by Republican Senators in the 
course of debate as to the debauched and 
degraded labor of Europe he said ho had 
never seen, iu this or any other country, 
working people who appeared to 
him 
more contented than those he had seen 
on the continent of Europe. 
A desultory discussion on this point 
continued for some tim e. 
Finally the 
discussion was closed and a vote taken 
on the sugar bounty am endment. It 
was agreed to by a vote of 27 to 25, 
party lines being m aintained on it except 
fn the case of Payne, of Ohio, who voted 
aye with the Republicans and Quay, of 
Pennsylvania, who voted with the Dem­ 
ocrats against it. On motion of Allison 
it was ordered th a t on Monday next a 
recess shall be taken from 5 till 8 p . m . 
Adjourned. 
The Senate at 5:10 this afternoon 
passed the sugar bounty section of the 
tariff bill, 27 to 23. 
Payne, of Ohio, 
voted in the affirmative with the Repub­ 
licans. Quay, of Pennsylvania, voted 
with the Democrats agaiust it. 


The H ouie. 


W a s h in g t o n , 
January 18.—In the 
House this m orning consideration of the 
Territorial bills was resumed, the pend­ 
ing question being on the McDonald sub­ 
stitute for Springer’s “ Omnibus Bill.” 
The House proceeded immediately to 
vote upon the 
McDonald substitute, 
which was never read, but which em ­ 
bodies the main features of tbe “ Omni­ 
bus Bill,” except, th a t it provides for the 
im mediate admission of South Dakota. 
The substitute was rejected—yeas 117, 
nays 122, 
McDonald and Tarsnev were 
the only Democrats joining in with the 
solid Republican vote in favor of the pro­ 
position. 
Springer then offered an am endment 
to the “ Omnibus bill,” looking to the re­ 
submission of the Sioux Falls constitu­ 
tion of 1885 in case the Territory is di­ 
vided. Mr. Springer demanded the pre­ 
vious question on the pending am end­ 
m ent and third reading of the bill. The 


Republicans dem anded further tim e, but 
bpringer was obdurate, but finally he 
agreed to allow one hour. 
Randall de­ 
clared the Territorial bills were taking 
up time due the appropriation bills, and 
the edict, “ Dou’t vote,” went forth, 
leaving the House without a quorum. 
Springer then withdrew the demand for 
the previous question and the discussion 
was resumed. 
Springer’s am endm ent as amended 
was agreed to. A sim ilar provision rela­ 
tive to the admission of Montana wasem- 
bodied in the substitute, upon motion of 
Toole, of Montana. 
After some political sparring between 
Springer and W arner, Struble of Iowa 
read a letter written by Springer to 
Governor Ross of New Mexico, asking him 
toBecure memorials for admission of that 
Territory and forward them to W ashing­ 
ton. 
He read this, he Baid, to contrast 
Mr. 
Springer’s 
friendliness to New 
Mexico, whose Legislature D e v e r peti­ 
tioned for admission, with his unfriendli­ 
ness to Dakota. 
Springer replied th a t the Republican 
Legislature of New Mexico tendered a 
vote of thanks to Delegate Joseph and 
himself for assistance to th at Territory. 
Perkins, oí K ansas, moved to amend 
Springer’s am endm ent by providing if 
the Sioux Falls constitution was ratified 
by the people of South Dakota, the 
President shall issue a proclamation de­ 
claring the State of South Dakota’s ad­ 
mittance into the Union. Agreed to. 
Dougherty, of Florida, 
offered an 
am endm ent including U tah and Arizona, 
saying he did not see why an “ Omnibus 
bill” of Democratic origin should let in 
all of the Republican territories and keep 
out the Demoeratic territories. 
He did 
not see why Utah should be kept out. 
The people were fully equal to statehood 
and were among the m ost reliable Domo 
crats in this country. 
In this case reli­ 
gious prejudice operated to keep out 
Utah. W hy should she lie kept out? 
“ I believe,” said he, “ It is bad policy 
for the party to adm it territories which 
will strengthen its opponents and keep 
out those that will strengthen itself.” 
The am endm ent was ruled out on 
point of order. The House then pro­ 
ceeded to vote on the Omnibus bill as 
amended as a substitute for the Senate 
measure and it was agreed to by a party 
vote of yeas 133, nays 120 
Baker, of New York, then moved to 
recommit the bill w ith instructions to 
the Committee on Territories to report 
back the bill for the immediate admission 
of South Dakota and enabling acts for 
M ontana, North Dakota and Washington. 
The motion was lost; yeas 11G, navB 131. 
Springer closed the debate in a speech 
which elicited applauso. 
The Senate bill, as amended by the 
substitution of the “ Om nibus” bill, was 
then passed; yeas 144, nays 98. 
Springer moved to am end the title so 
a3 to conform to the body of the bill. 
Grosvenor, of Ohio, thought the title 
should read “ to try to convince the peo­ 
ple of Dakota th a t the Democratic 
party is willing that Dakota should come 
into the Union, but proposes, in fact, 
to keep th at Territory and all others that 
have a Republican majority out of the 
Union for an indefinite period of tim e.” 
During the last session of Congress the 
gentleman from Illinois anil those who 
acted with him had refused to consider 
the bill for the admission of Dakota, but 
they had heard a voice since then, and 
it had been the voice of a magnificent 
popular uprising in th e Northwest 
It 
had said, in thunder tones, th at (he 
Democratic party was not fit to rule the 
country. The people of the Northwest 
had called for bread, and the Democratic 
caucus had given them a stone. There 
was nothing now in the bill but delay. 
Its purpose was delay and to defraud the 
people out of their rights. 
Springer’s motion was agreed to. The 
House then took a recess. 
The House at the evening s _____ 
passed the private pension bills, and at 
10 o’clock adjourned until to-morrow. 
The delegations form both South and 
North Dakota, who have been here urg­ 
ing the passage of the Senate bill for the 
admission of South Dakota and an ena­ 
bling act for North Dakota, feel very 
much dieatisfied with the provisions of 
the Springer Omnibus bill which passed 
the House to-day. They are all united in 
saying that it will merely servo to delay 
the admission of South Dakota, and ren­ 
der useless all that has been done since 
the organization of th e movement for ad­ 
mission five years ago. They are asking 
the Senate to reject ii, and are willing to 
take their chances with the new Con­ 
gress, hoping and expecting th:it an extra 
sessionwill be called by the President-elect 
when he takes office.

gard the provisions of the bill unfair in a 
political sense vnd unsafe for tho material 
interesst of the Territory. 
Representative Glass, of Tcnesseo.frora

W ashington, January 18.—The “ Om­ 
nibus” bill which passed the House to 
day, in so far as it relates to M ontana, 
authorizes the inhabitants of that Terri­ 
tory to choose delegates to form a con­ 
vention. In each district into which the 
Territory is divided three delegates shall 
be elected, but no elector shall vote for 
more than two persons for delegates. 
The election shall be held on the second 
Monday in May, 1889, and the number 
of delegates shall be soventy-four. The 
delegatee shall m eet on July 4, 1889, and 
are anthorized to form a Constitution 
and State Government, provided that, 
at 
the 
time 
of 
the 
election 
of 
delegates, the Constitution adopted by 
the constitutional convention held at 
Helena in 1884 shall be subm itted to the 
people for ratification or rejection. If 
the constitution is ratified, the conven­ 
tion authorized by this act shall re-sub­ 
mit it to the people, with such changes 
only as may be necessary in order to 
comply with the provisions of this act. 
If ag&ii ratified tho President, of the 
United States may isHue his proclama­ 
tion declaring the State of M ontana ad­ 
m itted as a State into the Union, from 
and after the date of the proclamation. 
Until otherwise provided, the State of 
Montana shall be entitled to one Repre­ 
sentative in the House of Representa­ 
tives. 
Land sections 18 and 36 in every 
township are granted to the State for tbe 
support of common schools, and 90,000 
acres of land are granted for th e support 
of the agricultural colleges. 
Five per 
cent of the proceeds of the sale of public 
lands is also granted for common school 
purposes.

vessels. The Haytien gunboat was en ­ 
tering the harbor at full speed and could 
have steamed to her anchorage without 
any change of course, h ut when within 
200 yards of the H aytien Republic her 
helm was suddenly put to port and re­ 
mained so until she struck the vescel, 
then the engines were reversed. 
She 
backed 200 yards and again steamed at 
full speed until a short distance from the 
H aytien Republic, when the course 
w as slightly changed, just 
missing 
her. 
The gunboat was hailed both 
tim es, but no answer was m ade; neither 
did her captain attem pt to ascertain the 
am ount of damage she had done or offer 
assistance. 
After 
ascertaining 
the 
am ount of damage done, the Galena 
sent an armed boat’s crew to the offend­ 
ing gunboat, where the statem ent was 
made that the jamming of tbe tiller 
ropes was the cause of the collision. The 
opinion prevails that it was a deliberate 
attem pt to sink the released ship. Tbe 
question is broached whether the scheme 
was not originated by a higher authority 
th an the captain of the gunboat. 
The Galena’s officers met the next day 
and a dem and for an investigation was 
m ade upon the H aytien government. 
An indemnity of $100,000 has been 
a g re ed on for the seizure of the Haytien 
Republic. 
She will return to New York 
about February 1st. 
Admiral Luce has 
notified the H aytien Government that 
he considered the blockade of all north­ 
ern ports voluntarily raised, because of 
th e desertion of th eir post by all the 
H aytien blockading squadron.

C. Platt demanded and received $150,­

P latt was reported to have eaiii he used 
the mouey to defray the expenses of the 
Coogan campaign. The Enquirer'* cor­ 
respondent fuither said th at before the 
election Platt offered the office of Secre­ 
tary of the Interior to a Pacific railroad

upon Harrison’s election. 
According to the Enquirer when Bate­ 
man was in Indianapolis lately he laid 
these charges before H arrison. 
Yester­ 
day PJatt wrote a sharp note to Bate­ 
man asking if, in the interview containing 
these “ malicious slanders,” he was cor­ 
rectly reported. Bateman replied that 
about one-quarter of the interview was 
correct, the balance drawn from the im­ 
agination. Bateman adds:
